RESPONSIBILITY OF DIRECTORS. 

The trial for manslaughter of A. J. Cas- 
satt, president of the Pennsylvania road; 
John D. Crimmins, and other men of almost 
equal prominence, members of the execu- 
tive committee of the board of directors of 
the North Jersey trolley line, may determine 
whether in New Jersey the managitg di- 
réctors railroad can be. held ¢riminally 
liable for fatal. accidents due'to defects in 
the construction or operation of the road 


| which they should have been aware of and 


should have corrected. In New York and 
perhaps in some other states high railroad 
officials have been indicted because of acci- 
dents, but there have been no convictions.” 


Their direct responsibility was not clearly | 


established. Moral and legal responsibility 
do not necessarily coincide, and it is often 
extremely difficult to" say where re- 
sponsibility begins,‘ 

The North Jersey trolley line crossed the 
Lackawanna road at grade. Owing to the 
lay of the land there was great likelihood of 
an accident unless special precautions were 
taken, If the members of the executive 
board were not aware of the facts they 
should have been. The management of the 
trolley road neglected certain precautions 
which prudence dictated should be taken 
as long as the grade crossing remained to 
insure the safety of passengers. As a re- 
sult, there was a frightful accident last 
Frbruary, and nine school children were 
killed. Then came the indictment of the 
managing directors, the superintendént of 
the road, and some employés for man- 
slaughter. 

Juries have been unwilling tio convict em- 
ployés whose negligence has ‘been the di- 
rect, immediate cause of accidents, The 
unwillingness to convict high officiale és 
even greater. Presumably most of the 
members of the executive board of the 
North Jersey trolley’ line, being men who 
had matters of much more importance than 
that lihe to look after, knew nothing about 
the dangerous grade crossing. A jury, 
aware of that, will hesitate to convict.‘ It 
may not-see a legal responsibility where 
there may be a*clear moral responsibility. 
It knows that the road has to pay damages 
for deaths or injuries due to the negligence 
of its employés, and is averse to the in- 


fliction of criminal punishment on anybody. : 


It is not likely that Mr. Cassatt and his 
fellow-directors will be found guilty, and 
yet in @ case where there.is a grade cross- 
‘ing.and there is a persistent failure to order | 
precautions to be taken and to see to it that 
they are taken, criminal! liability ought to 
attach to some one when a fatal accident 
happens. If it did probably there would 


not be so many persons killed on steam 


railroads and street cars. If the unexpected 
were to happen and.some railroad directors 
be sent to prison on account of a fatal acci- 
dent which would not have occurred if pre- 
cautions had been taken, directorships 
would no longer be sought after, or the men 
who held such offices would look after the 
condition of their lines and the manner in 
which employés discharged their duties

HARD COAL A LITTLE DEARER. . 

All the hard coal dealers of Chicago ad- 
yauced’ prifes 10 cents a ton yesterday. 
They. did not do it of their own motion, | 
The eastern men who regulate the affairs 
of the ‘anthracite pool gave the order, and 
the Chicago dealers obeyed it. They did 
not dare to do otherwise. At the beginning 
of next month they will be instructed to 
raise prices 10 cents more, and will do what 
they are bid. If they were disobedient they 
would get no more coal. i 

The men who contro] the anthracite mines 
say it is not true that they have confederated 
to regulate the output and price of coal. 
Nevertheless, it is evident that they have sv 
thorongh a mastery of the situation that 
they decide how many tons shall be mined 
and how much the consumer in whatever 
‘part of the country he may live shall pay 
for each ton he purchases. Perhaps the 
eonsumer consider himself fortunate 


that the shaw is does not attempt to dictate . 
to him the amount of coal he shall buy or }| 


the kind of furnace he shall burn it in. 

At the same moment that the coal men are 
raising prices’ they are decreasing produc- 
tion. The demand for certain grades of 

coal having fallen off, instead of stimulating 

the demand by lowering ‘the price, the op- 
erators restrict the price and diminish the 
supply. Thanks to the monopoly they en- 
joy they are able todothis. They will not 
abstain from such practices so long as their 
monopoly. lasts. There are no signs th 
it is nearing an end. The state of Penn- 

sylyania ought to attack it, but will not do 
so. The law officers of the national Rov- 
ernment do not appear to be of the vpinion 
that they can proceed against the coal com- 
bine under‘existing laws. A handful of men 
‘meeting occasionally in an office in New 
York City will continue to decide how much 
hard coal shall be sent to Chicago, and how 
much Chicagoans shall pay forit. —

drama, should not be produced on a com- 
mon stage and in a common playhouse,” 
and asking him to prevent it. The same 
committee ‘will also prepare an appeal to 
the clergymen of the United States, re- 
questing them “ to oppose the production of 
‘ Parsifal’ or any other sacred drama in 
an ordinary playhouse, such production 
being distasteful to all Christian spirited |; 
_people.” 

We do not know how many people com- 
prive the “ Passion Play Society of Amer- 
ica” nor to what extent they represent 
Christian people, but it is not improbable 
that they stand in about the same relation to 
them numerically that the. Tooley street 
tailors did to the people of Bngland. Nor 
fs it quite clecr what the motives of the 
members may be, for the name of the soci- 
ety suggests that they, too, are in the sacred 
drdma business, and. it may be they fear 
competition.. Be this as it may, their con- 
tention is a singular one. It is not ‘easy 
to understand why the performance of 
“ Parsifal” in a common playhouse by an 
ordinary theatrical company is any more 
blasphemous than the performance of “ The 
Messiah,” or “ Bitjah; ” or the Rossini “ Sta- ‘ 
bat Mater,” or his “* Moses in Egypt” in 
a common playhouse by ordinary singers. 
The only fitting place, the petitioners say, 
in which to present such performances is 
“a building specially and exclusively con- 
secrated' to that purpose.” It would be a 
little inconvenient for Mr. Conried to have 
a building put up and consecrated in every 
city where he wishes to produce “ Pafsi- 
fal.” If he is to please the Passion Play 
society he must give the opera in churches 
or Y. M, C. A. halls, but they are not adapt- 
ed to the purpose.
